AH  1WWOTXP  ftbgH— Th.  kola  ae«* 
called  also  ooibena  nuta,  are  the  produce  of 
SUrculio  M^miiuxta,  belonging  to  the  ne¬ 
ural  order  Sterculiacem,  aud  are  known  to 
u.  by  the  accounts  of  Wart  African  travel¬ 
ers,  who  slate  that  when  chewed  or  sucked 
they  poiaeu  the  power  of  rendering  the 
flavor  of  water,  even  if  half  putrid,  agreea¬ 
ble,  and  they  here  believed  to  contain 
caffein.  They  have  recently  been  made 
the  subject  of  analysb  by  MM.  Ed.  Ueckri 
and  Fr.  Schlagdenhauffen,  who,  according 
to  the  London  Lancet,  have  found  that  they 
do  actually  contain  more  caflein  than  the 
best  mm  pie*  of  coflee  that  could  be  pro¬ 
cured,  and  that  thb  base  b  altogether  tree 
and  uncombined- not,  therefore,  aa  in  the 
coffee  berry,  united  with  an  organic  base; 
secondly,  that  they  contain  a  vary  apprecia¬ 
ble  quantity  of  theobromine,  which  assist, 
the  action  of  oaffein,  and  possess  similar 
properties  to  that  base-  thirdly,  which  is 
an  important  fact,  that  they  contain  a  eon- 
aiderable  quantity  of  glycose,  of  which 
cacao  presents  no  trace;  fourthly,  that  tha 
quantity  of  starch  present  b  three  time, 
greater  than  that  contained  in  theobromu, 
which  explains  iu  nutritive  value  ;  flfthly, 
that  there  is  but  liule  fat,  in  which  it  dif¬ 
fers  notably  from  cacao ;  and,  lastly,  that 
they  contain  a  special  form  of  tannin, 

which  approximates  cafleotannic  acid  in  its 

composition,  and  a  red  coloring  matter  vary 
to  that  named  by  Payee  cacao-red. 
The  physiological  examination  of  this  sub¬ 
stance  baa  shown  that  iu  properties  ara  «*- 
eentially  due  to  the  caflein  and  theobromin  j 
it  contains.  The  seeds,  it  appears,  have 
long  been  in  use  in  Bouden  and  Western 
Africa,  for  relief  or  cure  of  disease,  of  the 
intestine,  and  liver,  and  especially  in  case, 
of  atony  of  the  digestive  tract,  and  abo  aa  a 
masticatory  and  tonic,  like  the  areca  nub, 
which  are  held  in  such  high  esteem  by  the 
native,  of  India.  Medically  they  may  come 
to  occupy  a  prominent  place  by  the  aide  ol 
coca  and  other  .nti-metabolic  remedies, 
to  which  thay  would  probably  prove  su¬ 
perior  in  consequence  of  the  tannin  they 
contain.
